IC was KTeat news— the minouncement that 
Haho'8 new hlghwiy board haa employed a 
highly qualified, thoroughly experienced road 
engineer to head up the department, 

The selection of Earle V. Miller, present, 
deputy highway director of Ariiona, as Ida- 
ho's highway enfflneer, Is significant In many 
ways, all of which should be fully appreciated 
by the people. 

First of all. it's a , credit to the legislature, 
to Oov. Leu Jordan and to all those Individ' 
uals who have been working for years to 
get the fitato highway department' out of 
politics, 

It's also to the credit of our new state high' 
way board— Chairman Roicoe C. Rich of Bur' 
ley, Leonard K. Floan of Orofino and Flahcr 
Ellaworth of Idaho Falls— that tho members 
went >o careful In selecting an engineer. 

The board members reallied no doubt that 
under this new set-up Idaho has the first op- 
portunity m years to start buUdIng an effi' 
_clent_highway system. Naturally^ those sclflflh 
politicians who have been more Interested In 
using the highway department for patronage 
purposes, than in building a lint class road 
system for Idaho, wlU be critical of the new 
set-up. That's another retson the new board 
ni^bera could not risk making any mistakes 
In the selection of key personnel. 

Dp to the moment the board announced Its 
selection of an engineer, there was still some 
concern. But now all that has been changed. 
The appointment Itself is the best evidence of 
the board's intent to make the new system 
vork out In Its entirety. 

The selection of the new engineer Is In such 
marked contrast to the old system that his 
outstanding qualif Icatlona cannot he repeated 
too (^ten. 

MlUer Is a veteran of more than 30 years 
in highway work — four years with the Ore- 
' gon highway administration, and serving 
with the Arizona state highway department 
since 1623. He also served In the army ongl- 
neers during World War I. 

He already has gained widespread recogni- 
tion u a hlghwv department ndmlnlstrator 
by the various offices he has held. He is a 
put president of ths Arltona section, Amer- 
ican Society of ClvU Kntlneers, and past 
ueretary-treasurer of the Western Associa' 
tlon of State Highway Officials, At present 
he is ArlBona director, National Society of 
Professional Engineers; chairman of the 
standards committee. Western Association of 
State Highway Officials, and a member of the 
finance and design committee, American -As- 
■oclatlon of State Highway Officials. 

It should be kept firmly In our minds that 
imder the old system we could ejtpect any- 
thing to happen to our highway department 
with tach change In adminlstratlona.'' - 

Likely as not. we would have a commls- 
lloner of public works with no experience 
whatsoever In road building or highway ad- 
ministration. Following his poUtleja appoint- 
ment, the selection of an engineer was only 
I rouUne affair, and then came the general 
scramble In the department's personnel to 
make room for all those who had been prom- 
ised political ]obs. 

Now. after all these many years, we have 
the opportunity to run our highway depart- 
ment in a business-like manner, with quali- 
fied executives and competent personnel. 
Now we can launch out on a program of long 
term planning, buUdlng roads where they are 
actually needed — not necessarily where they 
will win the most votes. 

Idaho la fortunate In this change and all 
who had a part In bringing it about are to 
be congratulated.

Soviet com Intern and some 01 
veterans, declined to accept u true 
the facto pertaining to the march- 
era' riot." 

In plainer words. thU vicious lie 
was widely exploited by Charlie 
Mlchoelaon, the chief press agent ot 
the Democratic national tommlttee 
and originator ot the mear tech- 
nique which Ulls old woman no» 
abhore when her personal friends, 
such as Alger Hiss, are shown up 
as traitors. 

Mlcheiaon later got a latch-key 
to the White House and bung 
around Roosevelt's private Office 
during a period when he was In ths

CroBley was after a M.OOO-watt 
license from the federal communi- 
cations commission. Mlchelwn was 
lt2 lobbyist with a desk In the White 
House and the favor was granted.

I liave before me a report .of 
the department of Justice signed by 
Hon. Nugent Dodds, the assistant 
attorney general. 

-Mr, Dodda states that the FBI 
had IlngerprinU of only * J3t of the 
bonus marchers, but that I.OAO ot 
them were those of men who had 
criminal or police records. The 
crimes included murder, man- 
slaughter, rape, robbery, burglary, 
blackmail, as.iault, extorUan.,Of the 
three largest camps In which the 
marchers lived, one wu cslled 
'Camp Marz' and one 'Communist 
camp." " 

Hurley recalled that the mob 
greotly out-numbered tho city po- 
lice and had licked them twice In 
battles In which a' number of po- 
len were severely Injured and 
veteran was killed and another 
fatally Injured. Tnt city govern- 
cnt then asked for Lroope. 
In reply to this and voluminous
